Mre. Adnms Eulogizrs Savage.

At the mecting of the dlrectors of tho
Union Paciic rallway company held in Bos.
ton: Woednesday last, President Adams an:
nounced the desth of Government Director
J W, Suvage of Omahs,  Ho sald:

“Mr, Savage was onginally appointed a
government director of the company in July,
1885, doring the administvation of President
Clevelund. Subsequeatly he was reappointod
by PProsidont Harrison, and  the term of hils
services, hus, therefore, been a continuous
one, extending over wore thin five yoars.

YL am not willing to dismiss the death of
Judge Snvage with a mere pussing announ ¢e-
ment, lor the personal fechngs thatd grow
to entortivin townrd him during his torm of
saervice as a government director of the com-
pany, which bhas been almost concurrent
with my own as {ts president, were those not
only of sincore rpespect, but of great
personal regard, and I might say of friend-
ship., Judge Savage was essontially a man
of ohmvacter. A deseendunt of one of the
oldest familles of New England, the names
of the earlier representatives of which wre
deeply lintedded in the frst pages of Mussi.
chuaetts history, he was educated as a law-

or.  Subsoguently he did good sorviee dur-
ng tho warof the rebellion, holding at s
c¢lose the commisslon of colonel of the Sixth
veglment of eavaley, Like so many of his
comrades during the swar, at {ts olpse he
wont westward ond estalllshoed himself at
Omaha during tho early days of that ciry,
There ho lved and practisal  his professfon,
or occnpied n seat on tho bench, respected
and honored by all, until the twe of his
denth.

“During his ofMeial couneetion with this
company I can bear testimony to the fuet
that Judge Savage has always stood ready 1o
perform auy service roguived of him, and on
more than one ovcasion his nsistiunce was of
groat value to us, His charweter stood high
among all classes thronghout the community
In whivh he lived, and he was accordingly
nble to intorvens most efeotively in delicate
matters connected with guestions of lubor,
which have been, and probably will con-
tinue to be, 80 perplexing to those engnged in
the munagoment of rallroads, Nuturull{ liis
